Who Caused the Failure of the In- 


dianapolis National 


ILL TO BE VIGOROUSLY PROSECUTED. 


The First National Bank of Nashville 


Closed—To Go Into Voluntary Liq- 


uidation—The Verge of Finan- 


cial Ruin—Other Suspensions. 


IHTDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 10.—The 


men who are charged with wrecking 
the Indianapolis national bank are to 
be prosecuted. The legal proceedings 
may begin at any time. United States 
Attorney Bel knap has been in confer- 
ence with the examiner and receiver 
for three days, and is :icquained with 
the facts relating- to th« suspension of 
the Lank. As Boon as the necessary 
preparations can be made warrants 
will be issued for the arrest of the men, 
who appear to be guilty of having vio- 
lated the national banking law. 


Receiver Hawkins has received from 


Washing-ton a letter of general instruc- 
tions in which he is charged to take 
special cognizance of any violations of 
the banking law. 


District Attorney Iturke had been 


called into consultation by Examiner 
Young before the receipt of this letter 
by the receiver afltl it had practically 
been 
determined that the United 


States court should take cognizance of 
the acts of men connected with the 
management of the bank. It is the 
understanding that the persons who 
will be accused of wrecking the bank 
will be arrested on warrants issued on 
affidavits made before United States 
Commissioner Van Buren. Any citi- 
zen can make such affidavit. 


A meeting of depositors lias been 


called for to-uight to ,take action to- 
ward prosecuting- the wreckers. 


The First National Bank oi Nashville, 


Tenn., Succumbs. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 
10.—The 


First national bank last night posted a 
notice that it was closed. The bank 
has lost deposits stendily for some 
weeks, and this finally nearly ex- 
hausted the currency. The bank is 
solvent, and will easily pay out when 
given time to realize on the paper and 
securities held by it. The capital stock 
IB €1,000,000, and on publication of the 
last statement tliorc were $1,005,000 de- 
posits. 


After the suspension of the First 


national bank the directors of the 
Fourth national held a meeting, those 
present representing- several millions 
of property, and signed a guaranty, 
pledging themselves and their indi- 
vidual estates to the payment of all 
deposits. They further state that the 
bank is able to meet all of its obliga- 
tions.

Bank and Trust Co., says in an inter- 
view that his bank will open as usual 
to-day.

Merchant's national in an interview 
says his bank will open as usual to- 
day. 


Will Go Into Voluntary Liquidation. 
MABTINSVILLB, 
Ind., Aug. 10.— 


Mitchell's bank has given notice that 
It will go into voluntary liquidation 
on October 1, and that no more de- 
posits or collections will be received. 
Tuesday the bank had twice as much 
capital as necessary to meet depositors. 
A stock bank will be organized ' o suc- 
ceed this bank and it may begin opera- 
tions January 1. The Mitchell bank 
was the property of the late S. M.

Coleman, the iron millionaire, has ex- 
ecuted a deed of assignment to his 
brother-in-law, Archibald U ;ers, of 
Hyde Park, New York, and Ii. T. Ken- 
dall, of Reading, Pa., vice-president of 
the Pennsylvania Trust Co., both of 
whom have for over a year been man- 
aging his estate. The document trans- 
fers all the property to the assignees, 
in trust, excepting Mr. Colema-n's per- 
sonal estate. The liabilities will ap- 
proximate 83(500,000 and it is claimed 
they exceed the assets. Mr. Coleman's 
interest in the Jacksonville, Tcmpa & 
Key West railway lias brught him to 
the verge of financial ruin. 


A?ri»«d to Suspend for Sixty Days. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 10.—The di- 


rectois of the City savings bank held a 
meeting last night and unanimously 
decided to suspend payment for sixty 
days. 


The suspension is caused by the 


stringency of the money market. The 
bank is considered solvent, and will 
pay depositors and stockholders in full. 
Deposits, 840,707.90; assets, (151,409, 
42. IK) per cent, of which is good. The 
directors of the bank have personally 
pledged themselves and their estates 
to the payment of aU depositors in 
full. 


Boycotted Into Failure. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 10.—3. M. 


Ryder, wholesale cigar and liquor 
dealer, assigned yesterday, with assets 
and liabilities in the neighborhood of 
$10,000. He has been dealing in non- 
union cigars, and four years ago the 
cigarmakers' union began a systematic 
boycott upon him, whicli has been 
vigorously prosecuted ever since. To 
this he ascribed his failure.

enforcement of the law prohibiting the 
employment of child labor; encourag- 
ing the co-operation of union labor 
throughout the state;

sary numbers; demanding the abolition 
of all national banks, and that money 
necessary for the transaction of busi- 
ness be issued by the national govern- 
ment direct, and that all telephone, 
telegraph and railway lines be under 
the control of the government.

WisiriN-ciTos, AUK. 10.-Almost every 


democratic senator was present at tha 
party caucus Ixeld yesterday -noraing. 
l&e meeting was convened at loll 
0 clock, and wlicn the hour of noon ar- 
rlvttd nothing definite had been accom- 
plished and an adjournment was taken 
until immediately after tho adjourn- 
ment of the senate. 


The resolution of Mr. Hale, (rep) 


Tuesday, which so suddenly and unox-
